such honey almost touching 
the cluster, through a period of extreme 
cold, because they had eaten up the lit 
tle honey they had within the immediate 
reach of the cluster, and the cold pre 
vented them from moving out sidewise 
on to these combs of frozen honey 
Probably the easiest way to know to 
a reasonable certainty that all colonies 
have sufficient stores for wintering is to 
prepare a hive with empty combs which 
are as aged (aged combs are the heav 
iest) as any we have in the apiary, and 
weigh this hive filled with combs.
